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Washington — 
The interstate 


treaty or compact which is designed 
to bring about the conservation of 
oil may blaze a new trail in the ec- 
onomic 
evolution 
of the 
United 


States. 


If the proposed compact is ratified 


by Congress it will supersede 
the 


Sherman anti-trust law. Also it will 
contain safeguards against the pos- 
sible abuses which the Sherman law 
seeks to correct and will at the same 
time permit of a curtailment of new 
production. 


With the exception of the Colorado 


river compast which is still in the 
making, there is no precedent for in- 
terstate treaties affecting econom- 
ic questions. The sovereign right of 
a state to enter into aggreements 
with other states, however, has been 
conceded. Adjacent states like New 
York and New Jersey have handled 
problems 
of 
common 
interest 


through the Port Authority. 
The 


public utility industry has been dis- 
cusing interstate agreements to take 
care of the overflow of power from 
one state to another. The supreme 
court of the United States has de- 
cided that interstate agreements on 
power are permis&ible but that the 
federal ratification can be required 
if congress so desires. 


The oil industry has obtained the 


concurrence of the federal oil con- 
servation board in the view that oil 
must be conserved and that waste 
i-an only be prevented by a curtail- 
ment' of production. The Sherman 
anti-trust Jaw stands in the way of a 
limitation ot pioductioii but if the 
interested states permit agreements 
as to production the federal govern- 
ment will entertain no objection. In 
other words the ratification by con- 
gress of an interstate agreement lim- 
iting 
production v\ould 
be tanta- 


mount to_an exception! to the Sher- 
man law. Precedents for such an ex- 
ception are to be found in the exemp- 
tions given agricultural co-operative 
associations and labor' organizations 
which aro exempt from the opera- 
tions of both the Sherman and the 
Clayton laws dealing with restraints 
of trade. 


ASK FOR SAFEGUARD 


Congress, however, is unlikely to 


grant the necessary ratification un- 
less there is some safeguard against 
the arbitrary raising of prices. This 
is likely to be provided because the 
oil men arc much more interested in 
preventing arbitrary reduction 
of 


prices through unrestricted produc- 
tion than they are in allowing any 
concerted action to be taken that 
could be construed as price-boosting. 
They want the natural laws of suply 
and demand to prevail when once 
the consumption needs of the coun- 
try aro measured in the light of 
available supply. They want a stab- 
ilization of the country's fuel s\ipply 
against a surplus very much as the 
agricultural leaders wapt to be pro- 
tected against surpluses and depress- 
ed prices. 


The machinery for handling the 


production of oil would be vested in 
the states that were parties to the 
compact and this would involve the 
co-operation of the federal oil con- 
servation .board which consists at 
present of members 
of the presi- 


dent's cabinet. 


Secretary Wilbur of the depart- 


ment of the interior, is fully sympa- 
thetic with the idea of getting a new 
machinery for handling oil conser- 
vation and his delegation of Dr. 
George Otis Smith of the Geological 
Survey to confer with the governors 
of -theso oil producing states is an 
evidence of the federal government's 
desire to take the initiative in bring- 
ing abojjt an interstate compact that 
•svill permit the states effectively to 
leculate- production from the 
new 


wells. 


The hope is that the draft.of an 


interstate treaty will be ready for 
signatures by the states before the 
end of this year and ,that it wil be 
icady for action in the regular scs- 
<=ion of congress' which begins next 
December.

FILMS IN FRANCE 


American film producers arc having 


more trouble than ever'in the foreign 
field, especially in France,

CLARIFYING THE MONROE 


DOCTRINE. 


Whether the administration's pro- 


poial to clarify the Mor.roc Doctrine is 
a direct result of President Iloover's 
Latin American pilgrimage, or merely 
the fruition of a plan long developing, 
it is timely and important. There is no 
part of American governmental-policy 
more discussed or less understood. 


It is well known that this doctrine, 


or the ordinary view of it, is extremely 
unpopular throughout Latin-America. 
It is one of the greatest obstacles to 
getting along amicably and prosper- 
ously with the rest of this Xew world. 


Senator Borah, chairman of the com- 


mittee on foreign relations, holds that 
the historic policy, in its original form 
an<* cnipt, n<-» longer has practical ap- 
plication to the South American repub- 
lics, and less application in Central 
America than is usually assumed. Old 
world powers are no longer threaten- 
ing to gobble up these sister republics 
and thereby threaten our institutions 
and safety. Our procedure in dealing 
with the small neighboring countries 
immediately south of us, he insists, is 
determined by a quite different prin- 
ciple, which he refers to as' our "Cari- 
bbean policy." 


There arc few things our govern- 


ment could do right now more impor- 
tant to the nation's future welfare than 
making these matters perfectly 
clear 


and gaining the friendly indorsement 
of the Latin-American world.

The relative proportion of ultra- 


violet rays in sunlight •'.«! lowest In 
midwinter and highest in midsum- 
mer. 
The shortest day in the year 


falls on or about midwinter when 
the noonday sun is lowest and its 
rays most oblique. 
Precious little 


ultraviolet then, even when the sun 
shines. \Ve avoid what little there 
is by remaining more indoors and 
covering our skin against the sun- 
light when we dojjo out. 


Something in this ultraviolet influ- 


ence seems to be essential for the 
development of immunity against in- 
fection ij general and respiratory in- 
fection in particular. Consider, for 
Instance, the great benefit obtained 
from sunbath treatment for tuber- 
culosis among children. 
As 
they 


gradually acquire a mahogany tan 
they get well; the tanning- doesn't 
cure them, but merely indicates how 
much ultraviolet they have absorb- 
ed. 


Of course it is purely theory that 


the relative lack of ultraviolet in- 
fluence in the winter time accounts 
for the greater frequency of respira- 
tory infections in the spring. But it 
n, at least a icasonable explanation.

ANOTHER SAGA OF THE SOIL 
Dr. Henry Seidel Canby extravag- 


antly praises "Joseph and His Breth- 
ren," by H. AV. Freeman, Having 
the highest respect for Canby's crlt- 
cal judgement I tried very hard to 
see in the book all that ho sees in 
t but I failed completely. 


In fact "Joseph and His Breth- 


ren" appears to me to^bc a mediocre 
iiecc ot work. Canby^ compares it 
with Hardy's books. The- only re- 
semblance I can see between "Jos- 
eph and Ills Brethren" and a typ- 
cal Hardy book is that both books 
are about a back-country English 
farm district, Ha'-dyls always dra- 
natic — often almost melodramtic. 
tie almost invariably tells a story 
that is full of suspense. There is in 
'Joseph and His Brethren" no more 
suspense than there is in the mul- 
tiplication table, It is not a story at 
ill in the real sense but a description 
of a farm. Hardy always invariably 
makes his characters individual — 
you cannot mistake one for anoth- 
er, even in a book like "The Return 
of the Native," in which the human 
beings arc subordinate to the scene. 
In "Joseph and His Brethren^ .the 
characters are mere names. By no 
amount of attention is it possible to 
keep them apart. They might al- 
most as well 
have' numbers as 


names. The author makes no at- 
tempt to individualize them. There 
ls< not a. genuine character in the 
book. 


"We are told by Dr. Canby that 


this docs not count, that the farm 
is the real character. It is true thai 
that obviously was the author's pur- 
pose. He wanted the farm to dom- 
inate the human beings on it, but I 
hold that this would have been ten 
times more effective if the human 
beings had not been mere ciphers 
but genuine men and women. This 
farm could have been made human 
and dramatic and big with force if 
it had dominated human beings who 
could wring our emotions instead ol 
dominating people whose 
human 


equation is almost zero. 


"Joseph and His Brethren" is not 


trivial. Freeman is evidently a sin 
cere w-riter and his intention was 
sincere. He set out to portray 
farm that had such a hold on the 
people who lived on it that it domin 
ated their lives.

a t> rannical father. jDne by one the> 
decide to free themselves. Two wani

clear and laudable, but after all you 
can't make a piece"of land a hero 
unless you do it through the medium 
of. human beings. Knut Hamsun did 
that in "Growth of the Soil" and 
Hardy in "The Return Of the Xa- 
tlve." Freeman, it seems to me lias 
failed to do it in "Joseph and His 
Brethren."

plans for studying methods of stor- 
age and handling, sasn,' doors and 
mill work, and storage and handling 
of lumber of the job in small house 
construction.

pounds—was so captured, and the 
mounted specimen reposes Jn a case 
in a store on Wabash avenue, Chica- 
go, where I have seen it many times.

Both 
of these fish were taken on one cast 
on flies in tlrt famous Nepigon river 
of Canada.

He says that many compan 
ies are operating at a toss a>nl rec- 
ommendations have been made to- 
some of the largest firm.? in Mexico 
to liquidate their inter-^ts as soon" 
as possible.

Silver^ lead and zinc mining com- 


prises one of the oldest indu^triss 
in Mexico. It was one of the ear- 
liest occupation of the Spanish col- 
onial era and mines that original- 
ly were dug by the Spaniards still 
constitute the chief fields of exploita- 
tion. Tins. Garcia holds, is one of 
the major causes of the crisis. 


The Spaniards found the Mexican 


mountains rich in metals and with 
a 'small financial investment they 
were "able to extract these minerals 
and send them to the market in 
Europe. But the Spanish mines have 
been exploited through centuries, 
unti today they tuc nearly exhaust- 
ed and the percentage of metal in 
the ore is s>o suial! that only by In- 
vestment of much capital and use of 
modern machinery can the mining 
operations be continued at a profit. 
Within a few years, Garcia declared, 
even this profit will disappear and 
it will be necessary for the compa- 
nies to move to new fields.

There are other rich mining fields 


in Mexico, Garcia pointed out, but 
they are far from the railroads and 
tho necessity of transporting the 
ore or metal by burro over hun- 
dreds of kilometers of mountains 
country makes the proposition of 
opening up these mining regions un 
attractive.

snoring is originally caused by'some 
diseased condition of the mouth, the 
bulletin of the educational commit- 
tee of tho Wisconsin State. Medical 
Society issued today declares

onco the habit is formed it Is diffi- 
cult to break. 


"In most snoring where the per- 


son sleeps with the 
mouth open, 


closing tho mouth will stop 
the 


snore," declares the bulletin. "More 
than one domestic situation 
has 


been improved by adhesive tape. A 
yood ;iratio OL piablur, in Ivtu alrtlio 
about one half inch wide a.nd four 
inches long crossed diagonally over 
the lips, will usually keep the mouth 
closed during sleep. In fact with a 
little persistence 'in such a method, 
the snoring habit may be broken. 
Mouth breathing is not as healthy 
as nasal breathing. 
The mouth 


breathing habit is worth breaking 
in itself. 


"What makes the snore? It de- 


pends upon tli© physical properties 
of tlie upper air passages. 
Their 


arrangcin°nt anil proportion's, to- 
jother with Uic type of breathing, 
determine the quality of the sound, 
just as truly as the shape and ma- 
terial, as well as 
the 
manner of 


blowing determine the tone of a 
cornel. Most snoring is done with 
tho niouth open although it may 
occur even with the mouth 
and 


lips shut. Vibration of the soft pal- 
ate and uvula due to the air escap- 
ing through both nose and mouth 
gives the 
commonest 
variety In 


adults. 


"Any 
narrowing of the upper ail- 


passages so that free airway is ob- 
structed may be associated 
with 


noisy breathing when asleep even if 
breathing is quiet when awake. 


"This production of noise does not 


seem so curious when one notes the 
physiological changes during sleep. 
Tho relaxation of our muscles takes 
placo in the back of the nose, 
the 


throat, the larynx, just as it does 
for the limbs. This allows the walls 
to lose the tension maintained while 
awake. 
If In so doing mechanical 


difficulties in breathing occur or are 
increased, snoring may result.

goes to sleep before parts of

Nurse Points Out Dangers 


Existing 
on Highways, 


Especially in Country 


Cooperation of parents of Outa- 


gamie-co. especially those living: in 
rural districts, is asked by Miss 
Klein, county nurse, in a program 
of instruction for children in safety 
practices while on highways. 


Miss Klein points out 
that 20 


deaths were caused by automobile ac 
cidents in Outagamie-co. last year 
and that more than likely some oi 
these could have been prevented if 
proper care had been taken to follow 
safety rules on the highway. 


During the past year 67S "Wiscon- 


sin persons met death in some form 
of auto accident, a report from the 
state shows. Of that number 74 were 
children under 10 years of age. In 
1927. 
592 deaths occurred of \\hich 


87 were children under 10 years of 
age. 


Although it seems unusual, Miss 


Klein pointed out, the largest num- 
ber of persons killed In motor accl 
dents were between the ages of 20 
and 29. The following tabulations 
shows the ratio of deaths by ages: 


Under 10 years, 74; 10 to 19 years, 


93, 20 to 29 years, 115; 30 to 39 years, 
70; 40 to 49 years, 86; 50 to 59 years. 
76; 60 to $9 years, SO; over 70 years, 
S4. 


The report shows that of the 678 


persons killed in car crashes 511 
were men only 167 were women; 319 
were single, 250 were married, 9S 
were widowed and the conjugal state 
of 11 is unknown. The largest num- 
ber of deaths occurred in Scptcm 
,ber. 


Miss Klein 
pointed out that It 


should be the aim of the county to 
make the "honor roll." That is, not 
to report a single accident • in 12 
months. 


"While there is considerable work 


being done alpng lines of disease pro 
ve'ntion we must not forget the ever- 
present menace' of fatal -accidents 
on the highways," Miss Klein said. 
"Especially in rural districts.-where 
the children must walk aloftg the 
haavily traveled highway 
to and 


from schools is here danger of them 
being run down. Parents can help 
materially reduce the number of ac- 
cidents which occur under these cir- 
cumstances by teaching their chil- 
dren to watch carefully in both di- 
rections while they rae walking along 
the road."
